Louis and other sections of the 
state in an effort to put him over. 
Shafer was swamped in his 
own bailiwick, as Kansas City 
and Jackson county voters cast 
52,561 ballots for Lt. Gov. Ed- 
ward V. Long of Clarksville, who 
easily won renomination in the 
State-wide voting, to only 25,542 
votes for Shafer. 
Beaten in Jackson County. 
The coalition forces also 
failed by the same 2-to-1 margin 
to win control of Jackson coun- 
ty law enforcement and tax as- 
sessment offices, in a_ bitter 
primary fight in the state’s sec- 
ond largest metropolitan area. 
Opposing the coalition was the |

headed by Mayor William Ser- | 


mon of Independence and for- | 


mer Kansas City Mayor William | 
E, Kemp.

Keever easily won renomination 
with the backing of the Sermon- 
Kemp faction over candidates 
supported by the rival organiza- 
tion. 

The defeated Democratic coa- 
lition was spearheaded by north 
side Kansas City party machines 
led by Presta and Henry McKis- 
sick, a former lieutenant in the 
old Pendergast organization. 
Presta was the heir of the once- 
powerful political organization 
of the late Charles Binaggio, 
murdered gang leader. 


All Candidates Routed. 

The Presta-McKissick forces 
were routed completely in the 
election. Not only did they fail 
to carry Jackson county for their 
local candidates and for Shafer, 
but all other candidates they 
supported for nominations to 
state offices, in opposition to the 
Sermon-Kemp slate, also failed 
to win in Jackson county. 

Circuit Attorney Thomas F. 
Eagleton of St. Louis, who was 
backed by the coalition group 
and by many other Missouri 
Democratic leaders, failed to 
carry Jackson county, although 
he won the Democratic noOmina- 
tion for attorney general in the 
state-wide balloting. 

Similarly, State Representa- 
tive Warren E. Hearnes of 
Charleston lost Jackson county 
with the Presta-McKissick back- 
ing, but won the nomination for 
Secretary of State. 

Complete unofficial returns 
from Jackson county gave Eag- 
leton 36,825 votes to 42,937 for

POLARIS MISSILE 
FIRED 1300 MILES 
FROM GROUND PAD 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fia., 
Aug. 4 (AP)—The Navy suces- 
sfully fired a Polaris missile 
1300 miles today, the farthest 
yet traveled by this submarine 
rocket. 

An announcement said the Po- 
laris achieved all test objectives 
in streaking to a target area 
northeast of Puerto Rico. The 
longest distance achieved by 
previous Polarises was 1150 
miles. 

The Navy said the added range 
was gained with lighter com- 
ponents in the _ second-stage 
motor. 

This was the fourth Polaris 
fired in six days and the tenth 
in a month.. The fast-paced 
schedule emphasizes the Navy’s 
determination to meet the mis- 
sile’s operational deadline of 
October. 

The shot, from a land pad, fol- 
lowed launchings from the nu- 
clear submarine George Wash- 
ington on Saturday and Monday 
and from an underground tube 


on Tuesday.

Says Desegregation 


Calls Integration 
Moral Problem.

| HONOLULU, Aug. 4 (AP)— 
Richard M. Nixon, campaigning 
for the presidency. in a state 
without racial problems, called 
today for an end to discrimina- 


tion throughout the country. 


“This is the objective to which 
we should certainly aspire in the 
United States,” Nixon said at 
the mid-point of his island-hop- 
ping Hawaiian tour. 

The G.O.P. presidential nomi- 
nee said last night that deseg- 
regation would take time and a 
new disposition in many areas of 
the nation, 


“It will be the responsibility 
of the next President to attempt 
to build in the hearts of the 
American people the idea that 
non-discrimination is not just a 
legal problem but a moral prob- 
lem, not a southern problem but 
a national problem, not a gov- 
ernment problem but a personal 
problem,” he said in a televised 
interview. He touched on na- 
tional security, foreign policy 
and the complications of civil 
rights in that policy. 

Campaign Themes. 


He emphasized two campaign 
themes: that the voters should 
decide whether he or Senator 
John F. Kennedy, the Democratic 
nominee, had the necessary ex- 
perience to run the government; 
and that the federal government 
should restrict its role to situa- 
tions with which the individual 
or the state cannot cope. 

A large crowd lined the streets 
of Honolulu and gathered before 
Iolani palace, seat of the fiftieth 
state’s government, to welcome 
the Vice President. 

Nixon made a half-dozen cere- 
monial and handshaking stops 
yesterday. In his talks he used 
Hawaii as an example of prac- 
ticing equality among people. 
He said the greatest problem of 
the United States in the world 
conflict of ideas was to explain 
how Americans could talk equal- 
ity and dignity of man abroad 
and practice prejudice and ine- 
quality at home.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4—Pen- 
tagon officials were understood 
today to have obtained Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s approval for 
increased defense spending. 
Final decisions on how much 
and for which weapons were 
still pending. 

Secretary of Defense Thomas 
S. Gates Jr, is to return to 
Washington today from a vaca- 
tion in Maine. He is expected 
to tackle immediately changed 
plans in defense budgeting that 
have been developed in: the last 
few weeks.

The Texan, who 
is his party’s nominee for Vice 
President, sent another letter to 
Gates on military appropriations 
before receiving the answer to 
his letter of last week.

fense in the current fiscal year. 

Yesterday, in a letter made 
public here and at Johnson City, 
Tex., Johnson said Congress 
would consider new military 
spending bills when it recon- 
venes next week.

“This consideration will cover 
such programs as Army modern- 
ization, Navy modernization, 
airborne alert, acceleration of

priority programs,” Johnson 
said. 

The Senator thus called at- 
tention to virtually every pos- 
sible subject for which increased 
spending proposals might be 
made. However, few officials 
here believe that any substantial 
rises in defense appropriations 
could pass both houses in the 
planned short session.

EDWARDS AIR FORCE 
BASE, Calif., Aug. 4 (UPI) — 
The rocket powered X-15 
\streaked above the California 
desert at more than three times 
the speed of sound today to es- 
tablish a world’s record of 2150 
miles.an hour. 

The successful flight in the 
needle-nosed research craft came 


X-15 space program caused by 
an engine explosion while one 
of the three flight-ready experi- 


tested. 


Joe Walker, 38 years old, Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space 
Administration test pilot, broke 
the 2094 mile an hour speed 
mark set Sept. 27, 1956 by Capt. 
Milbur Apt in the X-2—a forerun- 
ner of the X-15. Apt was killed 
‘in the record flight when the 
ship disintegrated. 


Dropped From B52, 


The record flight began over 
Silver Dry lake, 110 miles east 
of this Mojave desert test base, 
when Walker gave the order to 
be dropped from beneath the 
wing of a B-52 bomber ‘mother 
ship” at 45,000 feet. 


He cut in the eight-rocket bar- 
rels that power the craft and 
flew a straight course for Rodg- 
ers dry lake, passing over Bi- 
cycle, Three Sisters and Cud- 
_deback dry lakes which were to 
‘have been used, if necessary, as 
emergency landing strips. 

The weather was perfect for 
the flight, with the temperature 
_in the mid-80s and very little 
wind, 

The flight began at the minute 
the X-15 was dropped at 10:58 
a.m., (St. Louis time) and ended 
when the plane skidded to a stop 
on its landing skis on Rodgers 
lake at 11:08. 


Four minutes of the flight were 
under power, the rest a long 
gliding turn back to the lake. 


Altitude Put at 78,000. 
Walker, who said the plane 
went as high as 78,000 feet on 
the test flight, said he hit the 
“maximum speed shortly before 
his fuel burned out and when 
he was at 66,000 feet. 


The 50-foot X-15 is designed 
eventually to ily at speeds up 
to 4000 miles an hour and take 
man to the fringe of space at 
altitudes of 100 miles. 


The record for conventional jet 
planes is 1525 miles an hour, set 
here last Dec. 15 in a Convair 
F-106 Delta Dart by Maj. Joseph 
W. Rogers. 

The power plant that set to- 
day’s mark is made up of two 
four-barrel engines similar to the 
one four-barrel rocket that drove 
the smaller X-2 to its record.

Not Lumumba’s Agents. 


Hammarskjold sought to soften 
the defiance of the Katanga 
leaders by mphasizing that the 
U.N. troops were not acting as 
agents for the central govern- 
ment of Premier Patrice Lu- 
mumba. 

“The (U. N.) force is ... not 
under the orders of the (Lu- 
mumba) government nor can it 

. be permitted to become a 
party to any internal conflict,” 
Hammarskjold sa‘ in a “‘clari- 
fying statement.” “‘A departure 
from this principle would seri- 
ously endanger the impartiality 
of the United Nations and of the 
operation.” 

The fear he sought to put at 
rest was stated by Katanga In- 
terior Minister Godefroid Mun- 
ongo, who said, “We know only 
too well that . . . the U.N. forces

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U.S. AGTS 10 GET 
BACK FUNDS FOR 
COUNTY HOUSING 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 — The 
Justice Department today began 
preliminary action toward re- 
covering federal funds advanced 
for two public housing projects 
in St. Louis county. 


A spokesman told the Post- 
Dispatch a review was under 
way of the controversial Jeffer- 
son Barracks housing develop- 
ment preparatory to taking 
whatever action is necessary to 
obtain repayment of money ‘ad- 
vanced for it and a smaller 
proposed development in Web- 
ster Heights. 


The department’s action fol- 
lows rejection by county voters 
Tuesday of a proposal that 
would have allowed work to be 
resumed on the two long-stalled 
projects. 

“The matter has been turned 
over to us by the Public Hous- 
ing Administration,” the Justice 
Department representative 
\stated. “We already have most 
of the facts and as soon as we 
review them, we will be ready 
to proceed.” 

He said the department proba- 
bly would offer the St. Louis 
County Housing Authority an op- 
portunity to pay off the federal 
debt before taking court action. 

He held out little hope that a 
negotiated settlement could be 
achieved, noting that the county 
agency has few assets other than 
the 72-acre tract on which the 
Jefferson Barracks project is 
located. 

He said the department prob- 
ably would seek to foreclose a 
mortgage which the Public Hous- 
ing Administration holds on the 
$3,025,825. project. He was un- 
able to say whether the value of 
the Jefferson Barracks site would 
be sufficient to cover the funds 
that have been advanced. 


$423,063 Advanced. 

A total of $423,063 has been 
advanced for the Jefferson Bar- 
racks and Webster Heights 
projects. In addition, about 
$30,000 in interest is owed on the 
advances. 

A spokesman for the Public 
Housing Administration said the 
Webster Heights project will be 
affected by the effort to recover 
funds because it and the Jeffer- 
son Barracks undertaking were 
covered in a single contract with 
the Federal Government. The 
contract provided federal aid for 
both housing developments. 

PHA advanced $322,629 for the 
Jefferson Barracks development 
and $100,434 for the Webster 
Heights project before cutting 
off further funds in the spring 
of 1959. 

Representatives of PHA have 
been keeping the Justice Depart- 
ment informed of developments 
in the long-standing Jefferson 
Barracks controversy for the 
last year. 

The Justice Department rep- 
resentative said that as a result 
it should be possible to initiate 
action to recover the federal ad- 
vances “‘within a few weeks.” 

Noting the refusal of county 
voters to approve an ordinance 
spelling out services to be pro- 
vided for the Jefferson Barracks 
project by the county govern- 
ment, a spokesman for PHA re- 
marked: 


“That seems to remove the | 


last chance that the two projects 
could proceed. There doesn’t 
seem to be any reason to wait 
longer to try to get our money 
back.” 

In advance of the election, of- 
ficials of the County Housing 
Authority warned that rejection 


of the ordinance might cost coun- | 
ty taxpayers $800,000 due build- | 
ing contractors on their contract | 


for construction of the Jefferson 
Barracks project, in addition to 
the federal liability. 

They said defeat of the ordi- 
nance also would seriously han- 
dicap the authority's urban 
renewal plans, 

The Jefferson Barracks public 
housing project has been slowed 
by a tangle of litigation since its 
inception in 1956. More than 12 
lawsuits have been filed. Among 
them is a claim by the contrac- 

\tors, Fischer & Frichtel Con- 
struction Co. and Design & Con- 
struction, Inc., for $2,760,803 
allegedly due on their contract 
for construction of the project.

FEDERAL SUPPLY 
OF 48-STAR FLAGS 
DWINDLING FAST 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (AP)— 
The Government is fast using 
up its supply of 48star flags. 
Almost any day now federal 
buildings practically everywhere 
will be flying the up-to-date na- 
tional flag with its 50 stars ac- 
counting for the new states of 
Alaska and Hawaii. 


The 50-star flag has been offi- 
cial since July 4. The flag had 
carried 49 stars for just one 
year, since Alaska’s admission. 

But not all official flagpoles 
have been flying 50-star flags. 
The reason is that President 
Eisenhower ordered government 
stocks of the 48 and 49-star flags 
used up, instead of being dis- 
carded. 


A spokesman for the General 
Services Administration, which 
supplies flags for most civilian 
agencies, today gave the figures. 
He said GSA had left only 40 of 
the 48-star flags and 800 of the 
49-star flags. The cotton stand- 
ards usually wear out in fewer 
than 90 days when flown out- 
doors, and federal bureaus use 
30,000 to 36,000 a year. 

The Army Quartermaster 
Corps, which supplies flags for 
all the armed services, did not 
have exact figures on how many 
48 and 49ers are still aloft. The 
quartermaster is buying 57,700 
. 50-star flags. 


EMIGRATION I$ DESCRIBED 
AS IRELAND’S BIG PROBLEM 


Emigration has become. the 
greatest problem of modern Ire- 
land, Sean D. Loftus, National 
Organizer of Ireland Calling, 
told the Ancient Order of Hi- 
bernians and Ladies Auxiliary of 
American and Canada today at 
the Sheraton-Jefferson Hotel. 

Loftus said the politicial par- 
ties which evolved from the civil 
war have been dividing the 
country into two groups: those 
wishing complete independence 
and those wishing to remain 
bound to England. He explained 
that the present political system 
has tied Ireland economically 
and financially to England and 
has led to a lowering of morale 
and public spirit that caused 
68,502 persons to emigrate to 
England. Ireland has a popula- 
tion of less than 3,000,000, he 
added. 

In America to solicit support 
for National Action of Dublin, 
Ireland, Loftus proposed the 
establishment of a monthly news- 
letter to explain the question of 
emigration, increasing socialism, 
higher taxes and the threat of 
Communism in Ireland to Irish 
readers in America.

TRAINS TO KANSAS CITY OK’D

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 4— 
The Wabash Railroad’s discon- 
tinuance of two daily passenger 
trains between St. Louis and 
Kansas City was approved by the 
Public Service Commission yes- 
terday. 

The trains were numbered 217 
and 218. They have not been 
run since April 24, for a trial 
period, and the decision was that 
they should not be ordered re- 
stored. 

The commission noted that the

By Long Periods of Austerity and 
Lower Living Standards in Cuba 


Economic Facts of Life Beginning 
to Catch Up With Chaotic Govern- 
ment—Pinch to Become Sharper 
Toward End of Year.

NEW YORK, Aug. 4. 
AN INDEFINITE PERIOD of austerity appears to be facing 
the Cuban people as a result of domestic and international eco- 
nomic policies of the government. 
This will mean the lowering of living standards for urban 
middle class and workers’ groups and a probable slowdown in 
the revolution’s efforts to improve the lot of the destitute rural 


population. 

Both of these developments 
probably would have important 
political repercussions in Cuba, 
strengthening the opposition and 
weakening the position of Pre- 
mier Fidel Castro. 

Difficulties already have begun 
to be felt across the nation but, 
economists calculate, their ef- 
fects will become sharply no- 
ticeable toward the end of the 
year. 


CUBA HAS LIVED off the fat 
of its basic wealth since the rev- 
olution began, they say, but at 
this juncture—19 months after 
Castro came into power—the 
economic facts of life are begin- 
ning to catch up with the cha- 
otic policies of an inexperienced 
and impatient government. 


The fundamental problem fac- 
ing the government is how to go 
on financing the social revolu- 
tion, which is the primary rea- 
son for the regime’s existence, 
while maintaining normal eco- 
nomic activity. 

The hurried shift of the econ- 
omy from private enterprise to 
state control eliminated impor- 
tant sources of revenue, before 
new wealth could be created by 
the revolution. Castro’s dispute 
with the United States also has 
deprived Cuba of premium-price 
sugar sales. | 

The latest trade transactions 
with the Soviet Union and Com- 
munist China will not nearly 
compensate Cuba for the loss of 
the United States market, while 
tying it economically to the Com- 
munist bloc. 

Prospects, therefore, are for 
inflation-breeding deficit financ- 
ing, accompanied by a general 
tightening of belts. Both of these 
are already occurring.

Israel on Eichmann 


In your editorial of June 26 you 
raised some questions concerning 
the forthcoming trial of Adolf Eich- 
mann in Israel, 

The principle of holding a trial 
where the crime was committed 
does not apply to our case. Eich- 
mann’s crimes were committed in 
many countries but Israel is the 
one which found Eichmann and this 
gives her the legal right to try him. 

Under the'terms of the Moscow 
Declaration, agreed upon by the 
United States, the United Kingdom 
and the Soviet Government on Oct. 
30, 1943, the crimes attributed to 
Eichmann do not constitute crimes 
of any “‘specific geographical local- 
ity,” consequently the normal prin- 
ciple of “territoriality of jurisdic- 
ticn” is inapplicable. 

The argument that a trial should 
take place where the crime was 
committed assumes the existence 
of generally accepted rules of 
international law governing the 
competence of national penal 
courts. But there are no such rules 
of international law and it is left 
to the sovereign rule of each indi- 
vidual state to decide the limits of 
its own criminal jurisdiction. 

In his “International Law” Dr. 
Schwarzenberger has shown that in- 
ternational law does not prohibit 
“a state from exercising jurisdic- 
tion in its own territory in respect 
of any case which relates to acts 
which have taken place abroad.”’ 

The suggestion is sometimes 
made that Eichmann be brought to 
trial before the World Court. 

The World Court is authorized 
only to adjudge disputes between 
states. It has no jurisdiction what- 
ever over individuals. 

‘We hope no one will doubt that 
Eichmann will be guaranteed a fair 
trial because Israel’s courts yield 
to.none in the probity of their 
judges or in the objectivity of their 
justice,

We believe 
rejection would doom chances of 
success for this crucial first step 
toward general disarmament.”

Contempt for the U.N. 


Ambassador Lodge makes a very lame de- 
fense of the Administration’s decision to keep 
him at the United Nations during August. He 
says he will not talk politics while he is there. 
Can he possibly imagine that this disposes of 
the propriety of a candidate for Vice Presi- 
dent, in a campaign that may be largely dom- 
inated by foreign policy, representing the 
nation in what should be a strictly non-politi- 
cal post? 

It does. not matter whether Ambassador 
Lodge in a formal sense talks politics or not. 
The fact is that he cannot avoid being in 
politics so long as he is Mr. Nixon’s running 
mate. Every word he utters will be measured 
for political content, and every word will 
have a bearing on the campaign whether he 
wishes it to or not. Just as Mr. Nixon began 
campaigning the moment he was nominated, 
so Ambassador Lodge is inevitably on the 
stump right now. It is highly inappropriate 
that the stump should include the forums of 
the United Nations. 

Some defenders of this indefensible ar- 
rangement have argued that there is no need 
for Ambassador Lodge to resign since neither 
Vice President Nixon, nor Senators Kennedy 
and Johnson are asked to give up their posi- 
tions. But these three candidates all hold 
frankly political and elective offices. They 
hold frankly national offices. Ambassador 
Lodge is in an entirely different category, be- 
cause his post is appointive, it represents the 
whole nation in an international body, and 
it is supposed to be beyond party politics. 

If important matters come before the U.N. 
in August, such as the disarmament talks the 
Administration is pressing for, Ambassador 
Lodge will be in the position of having to 
carry out national policy on those matters in 
the way best calculated to advance the inter- 
ests of the Republican ticket. This is not a 
proper position for the country’s chief spokes- 
man at the U.N. to occupy. 


It is a relatively small matter that Ambas- 
sador Lodge would thereby inherit a good 
deal of free TV time and national publicity 
which, whether he wished it or not, would 
keep him in the public eye as a candidate. 
The important point is that letting him simul- 
taneously run for Vice President and repre- 
sent our country at the U.N. expresses an un- 
spoken contempt for the United Nations. It 
is as if our country did not hold that organiza- 
tion in high enough regard to keep there a 
full-time, single-minded representative, whose 
one assignment was to speak for American 
interests without respect to partisan politics. 


If any other nation used the U.N. as a 
sounding board for domestic political cam- 
paigning, surely Americans would be af- 
fronted. Can we not assume that our govern- 
ment’s resort to those tactics will offend 
others? 

We do not believe Mr. Lodge is indispen- 
sable. For one, Ambassador James Wads- 
worth, who has so ably represented the 
nation at the nuclear testing talks in Geneva, 
would make an admirable and fully trained 
successor, who could take over at a moment’s 
notice. There must be others in the State 
Department equally well qualified. The Ad- 
ministration ought to replace Mr. Lodge at 
once, and if Vice President Nixon is wise he 
will insist upon it. 


Kansas City’s Revolt 


Those self-appointed heirs apparent of 
Kansas City bossism, Alex Presta and Henry 
McKissick, suffered a resounding defeat in 
Tuesday’s primary. Their North Side alliance 
lost Democratic contests for control of Jack- 


son county’s chief law enforcement and tax 


offices—prosecutor and assessor—by about 
2 to 1. Last year the North Siders won a 
divisive split in the city council, overfurning 
the rule of the citizens’ coalition that long 
The 
Presta-McKissick crowd helped to fire the 
city manager and otherwise earned the loss 
of public confidence in their pretentions that 
led to Tuesday’s defeat. Kansas City evident- 
ly has learned a lesson. 


If Airline Giants Merge 

If Capital Airlines, the nation’s fifth largest 
air carrier, is to get safely down out of the 
financial turbulence that is shaking it to 
pieces, a merger seems the only solution. 
Directors of United Air Lines and Capital 
having agreed to a merger that would in- 
crease United’s route system and revenues 
by a third, it is now up to the stockholders 
and the Civil Aeronautics Board to act. 

It was in July, 1955, that Capital became 
the first to put turboprop jets into domestic 
service. The slogan “Fly the Jet - Powered 
Viscount” had appeal for only a short time. 
Other competing lines got newer, larger and 
speedier turboprops and finally pure jets. A 
mid-air collision, a violent storm, a landing 
crash and other major accidents in the last 
three years took toll. Rising operating and 
training costs cut into revenue. CAB twice 
denied a subsidy. Topping this was the need 
for $75,000,000 to modernize the jet fleet. 
Then, last April, the British firm of Vickers- 
Armstrongs sued for $34,000,000 due on 
Capital’s 60 Viscounts. Vickers’ now has 
agreed to hold off if the merger goes 
through. Vickers obviously is wise to allow 
United, the nation’s second biggest airline, to 
try to salvage Capital. 

What are the chances for United to turn 
Capital’s failure into a success if given the 
go ahead? One factor is that United would 
acquire a capital loss of about $25,000,000 
which could be written off for tax purposes 
against future profits. In 1959, United’s profit 
was $13,000,000. Acquisition of Capital’s 
routes would give United entry into Atlanta, 
New Orleans, Miami, Birmingham. United, an 
East-West line with assets of $334,000,000, 
would become a close rival of the No. 1 air 
carrier, American Airlines with its assets of 
$499,000,000. Would this trigger other 
mergers? 

It is no small venture to absorb Capital, 
serving 60 cities over a 6500-mile system ex- 
tending the length of the Eastern seaboard 
and West as far as Mississippi. As Capital’s 
chairman, T. D. Neelands Jr., expressed _ it, 
“Very few airlines could swallow this big a 
package.” How is CAB, which has been fos- 
tering competition on all routes, going to 
view this possible swallowing up of Capital? 
Are Northeast, Eastern and Delta, which 
would face strong competition, going to 
object? 

The plan represents a way to continue serv- 
ice without interruption to all points now 
served by Capital as well as a way to con- 
tinue employment for some of Capital’s 7900 
employes. Northeast Airlines and Trans 


World Airlines began discussing a merger 
last May. Other lines may follow suit. The 
advent of the jet airliner, with its enormous 
costs, has brought new problems and in- 
creased thé magnitude of some old ones. 


Job for a Grand Jury 


What has been going on in the downtown 
Sixth Ward? There are strong indications 
that the Democratic committeeman, State 
Senator Michael J. Kinney, intrigued to re- 
elect the Republican committeeman, William 
A. Morant. We hope the Circuit Court Grand 
Jury will find the answers. 

Mr. Morant’s opponent for the Republican 
committee post, Wayne L. Millsap, was instru- 
mental in forcing the Election Board to re- 
move the names of more than 300 potential 
ghost voters from the ward’s registration lists. 
On April 1, before the subsequent sloppy can- 
vass of the lists, registration in the ward, 


which extends west into the Mill Creek re- 


development area, ran to 3381; precinct can- 
vassers then removed 397 names, Mr. Mill- 
sap’s complaints led to an Election Board re- 
check of the canvass, and at least 337 addi- 
tional names that had been left on the rolls 
were eliminated. In effect, nearly one out of 
every four names on the list as of last April 
was a ghost. 


How long have these ghosts been on the 
rolls? How long have the names been voted? 
Who has been voting them? . Who is respon- 
sible for the sloppy canvass prior to the pri- 
mary? 

Senator Kinney was unopposed for the 
Democratic committeeman’s post. This left 
him free to permit his organization to work 
in the Republican contest against the man 
who turned up the evidence of padded elec- 
tion rolls. Did he do so? More votes were 
cast in the Millsap-Morant Republican race— 
627, to be precise—than in the politically im- 
portant city-wide Democratic contest for 
Sheriff, which attracted only 503 voters in a 
ward that is overwhelmingly Democratic. 


In the primary two years ago Sixth Ward 
Democrats outvoted Republicans by almost 
10 to 1; only 155 Republican ballots were 
cast. Similarly, in 1956 the Republican vote 
of 287 was only about one-ninth that rolled 
up by Senator Kinney’s organization. 

Mr. Millsap, a young lawyer with ideas, 
gave promise of putting some life into the 
city’s moribund Republican party. His de- 
feat by Mr. Morant hurts the Republicans 
and at the same time makes life simpler for 
Senator Kinney. 


There also is evidence of voting irregulari- 
ties in the Fourth Ward on the near North 
Side. This is the bailiwick of Democratic 
City Chairman John J. Dwyer, who turned 
back a challenge for his party seat from 
Magistrate William S. Diuguid. The alleged 
irregularities there grew out of the fight 
among the two Democratic factions for ward 
control. The complaints in both wards ought 
to be examined thoroughly.

Secrecy by the Cubic Foot 


The Pentagon certainly is. stepping up its 
speed in stacking up secret papers if there 
is anything to a House Government Informa- 
tion subcommittee report. Chairman Moss 
has found that a 1,000,000 cubic foot stock- 
pile of classified documents has been created 
since World War II. This is three times as 
much as that created from the inception of 
the system in 1907 until 1946. It is at least 
consoling to think what a terrible time a 
brigade of the brawniest and brainiest spies 
would have in trying to sort out and make 
off with the really important papers in this 
Pentagon storage bin. 


The Doctor Shortage Again 


The barriers are being raised against for- 
eign-trained interns and residents in United 
States hospitals. Henceforth their employ- 
ment will not be sanctioned unless they pass 
a standard examination administered by the 
Educational Council for Foreign Medical 
Graduates. Hospitals all over the country are 
concerned. They employed no less than 8537 
foreign-trained doctors last year. 


whe hospitals, of course, are eager to have 
competent men on their staff. No doubt, 
they would-prefer to appoint only the, more 
promising graduates of American medical 
schools, but our schools simply are not train- 
ing enough doctors for the vacancies which 
must be filled. Foreign-trained medical grad- 
uates are on the average not up to US- 
trained doctors. Language difficulties have 
handicapped many of them on Council exam- 
inations. But among them are many able 
and well-qualified individuals. So more and 
more hospitals have turned to refugees and 
emigres. 


There is no defense for inadequate or even 
mediocre medical care. But less than the 
best is inevitable so long as our schools do 
not meet the nation’s needs. The difficulty 
of finding enough interns and residents has 
confronted the hospitals for a long time, and 
it is indicative of the general shortage of 
physicians. 

Where no first-rate men are available, sec- 
ond-raters inevitably find jobs. Pushing them 
aside does no good so long as our medical 


schools do not meet their responsibility by . 


training more doctors. The failure to pro- 
duce them in adequate numbers is as repre- 
hensible as the employment of men who can- 
not meet the highest standards. 


Division in Kansas 


Neighboring Kansas has at last found an 
aggressive young Republican to run against 
the remarkable Democratic Gov. George 
Docking, but primary results show that Sun- 
are Republicanism is not blossoming too 
well. 


Attorney General John Anderson defeated 
McDill Boyd for the Republican gubernatorial 
nomination in a close contest that featured 
bitter right-wing attacks on Mr. Anderson 
because of his opposition to a right-to-work 
law. This same issue helped to divide Kansas 
Republicans eight years ago, and they have 
been divided ever since. } 

One result is the unprecedented two-term 
service of Gov. Docking, something no Demo- 
crat ever managed before in Kansas, and 
the same Republican feuding might help him 
to a third term, something not even a Repub- 
_lican Governor ever achieved. But still an- 
other result, in part at least, is the birth of 


a real two-party system in the Jayhawker | 


State. Ironically, Kansans can largely thank 
the long-dominant Republicans for that con- 
tribution to competitive politics.

of McCarthyism as long as it was po- 
litically useful to do so. He ruthlessly 
exploited fears and prejudices with 
personal attacks designed to tar his 
enemies with treason.

ideas or principles as by the tactical 
requirement of each successive politi- 
cal battle. It is only fair to add that 
his Democratic opponent bears some 
resemblance to him in that respect.”

Most recently we have seen Mr. 
Kennedy fighting hard for the nomina- 


tion of his party. His opponents often 
attacked him in a lethal manner. But

Nor is Mr. Kennedy only a tacti- 
cian, without ideas or commitment to

And he has steadily supported, with 
growing clarity and emphasis and 
imagination and eloquence, a political 
position making for a more humane 
society at home and abroad, Further- 
more, it was mainly Kennedy support- 
ers who in Los Angeles wrote perhaps 
the best, and certainly the most liberal 
platform in American political history.

Survival at Stake.. 

For most of our national life 
foreign policy was regarded as 
a distasteful facet of govern- 
ment. Politicians recalled that 
foreigners don’t, after all, vote, 
and only occasionally specific 
issues like, war or tariff rates 
have ihtruded. But now, perhaps 
for the first time, both Republi- 
cans and Democrats recognize 
that survival depends on suc- 
cess in foreign policy. 

One may hope the problem is 
approached intelligently and in 
its entirety, One may also hope 
that party leaders will explain 
in detail how important to our 
diplomatic effort are such mat- 
ters as defense, agriculture and 
complete racial equality. Unfor- 
tunately, the campaign has be- 
gun with the usual bombast and 
a tendency tosingle out foreign 
scapegoats rather than to de- 
velop foreign policy.

RUSSIAN PAPERS 
KEEP SPOTLIGHT 
ON NEW SPY CASE 


MOSCOW, Aug. 4 (AP)—Rus- 
sian newspapers kept a blaze 
of publicity today on an alleged 
American spy who, they said, 
was captured trying to sneak 
out to Iran. 

Expanding the meager details 
first given, it was claimed that 
V. M. Slovnov was parachuted 
into the Soviet Union by a United 
States spy plane. The alleged 
airdrop, by Soviet newspaper ac- 
counts, went undetected for a 
long time. 

Pravda published pictures of 
material claimed to have been 
seized from Slovnov. This in- 
cluded arms, ammunition, flash- 
lights, a knife and assorted docu- 
ments. 

Komsomol Pravda, the Com- 
munist youth paper, said that 
“Bill Holiday,” a “famous 
American intelligence agent” 
who is based in Limburg, West 
Germany, and goes under the 
name of Vassily Vassilivich, re- 
cruited Slovnov into the spy 
service and trained him for the 
task of ferreting out Soviet mis- 
sile bases.

But now it has a presidential 
nominee, and they might as well 
start cafling it Kennedyville. 

The impact of Senator John 
Kennedy’s nomination by the 
Democrats was immediate and 
dramatic. It turned a quiet re- 
sort community on Cape Cod— 
with a year-round population of 
only 100 and a summertime pop- 
ulation of 2000—into a major 
crossroads of the nation and the 
world. 

International leaders like Tom 
Mboya of Kenya, and national 
leaders like Senator Lyndon 
B. Johnson, Averell Harriman 
and Adlai Stevenson, come and 


go. 

The result: The softly-shaded 
gtreets leading to Nantucket 
Sound beaches—once the exclu- 
sive province of boys and girls 
on bicycles and in bathing suits 
—have become clogged with 
streams of cars. 

“About 3000 cars a day are 
driving past the Kennedy home,” 
says Police Chief Albert Hinkley 
of the town of Barnstable—of 
which the “‘village” of Hyannis- 
port is a part. 

“The tourists are pretty well 
behaved, but they raise the 
dickens with the neighborhood. 
We've had to add six extra po- 
licemen just to direct traffic. 

“We've never seen anything 
like it.” 

The “village’”’ of Hyannisport 
has no industry nor any commer- 
cial district. 

“We've got our own post of- 
fice,” says Chief Hinkley, ‘‘and 
a candy store. And that’s it.” 

The village is made up of what 
are called ‘‘small estates” —sum- 
mer homes on plots of from one 
to three acres, some smaller, 
some larger. 

Senator Kennedy’s summer 
home—on about half an acre— 
is near the center, about 300 
yards from the Nantucket Sound 
beach, where the water tem- 
perature averages 72 degrees in 
the summer.

harvested. Accompanying story gives hints on buying and storing corn as well as 


ONE OF THE most delightful 
taste senations in the world is 
that of savoring buttery rows 
of fresh, sweet corn-on-the-cob. 
In fact, Americans enjoy it so 
much that sweet corn growing 
and marketing has become big 
business during the last 20 years 
to keep up with the ever-in- 
creasing demand. Production, 
which was a mere quarter of 
a billion ears in 1939, expanded 
to about two billion in 1959, 

One reason for its growing 
popularity is the improvement in 
quality, due in part to the jet- 
age speed with which it is rush- 
ed to market. The natural sweet- 
ness and tenderness of a prime 
ear of corn can be retained only 
if the field heat is removed 
quickly after harvest. There is 
a steadily increasing trend to- 
ward quick-chilling it right in 
the field. 

Remember that time and tem- 
perature affect the sweetness 
and freshness of corn from the 
time it leaves the field until it 
reaches your table. Retailers 
work as hard as growers to keep 
corn cool and to speed it to you. 
When you buy corn, check on 
how it is displayed. If it is iced 
or refrigerated it probably will 
be of higher quality than if it 
is left at room temperature. 

It is only fair that the home- 
maker should do her part to 
protect the quality so carefully 
guarded by grower and retailer. 
It should be hurried into the 
refrigerator as soon as it is 
brought into the kitchen, and 
used as soon as possible. 

Corn may be refrigerated in 
the husk until just before it is 
to be cooked; if it is husked, 
wrap it in moisture-proof paper 
or place in a container to keep 
the kernels from drying out. 

It is hard to beat an ear of 
corn boiled just until it is sweet 
and tender, and served with 


methods of preparation. 


plenty of butter. But of course 
variety is what keeps meals in- 
teresting, and there are many 
ways in which corn may be pre- 
pared. Here are basic instruc- 
tions and a recipe combining 
corn with another currently 
plentiful vegetable, tomatoes, 
from the Agricultural Extension 
Service of Purdue University. 

Roasting Corn: Remove the 
larger outer husks and turn back 
the inner ones, being careful 
not to split them. Remove the 
silk and spread soft butter or 
margarine on the ear, Sprinkle 
with salt and pepper; then pull 
husks back up over ears and 
dampen them. It may be neces- 
sary to tie the tips with string 
to keep in the moisture. Roast 
in 400 degree oven for 20 to 25 
minutes. To roast corn over the 
outof-<door fire, place the ears 
on the coals for 15 to 25 min- 
utes, turning frequently. 

A second way of roasting corn 
is to wrap husked ears in alumi- 
num foil and cook over a bed 
of coals, turning frequently. The 
speed with which the corn will 
roast depends on the heat from 
the coals, Test the ears shortly 
after you put them over the heat 
and frequently until they are 
done, 

Boiled Corn: Husk the corn 
and remove the silk. Drop the 
ears in a saucepan with a few 
inches of boiling salted water. 
Cover the pan and bring the 
water to boiling quickly. 

Cook from five to six minutes, 
testing with a fork, Corn is 
done when the milk is set and 
the kernels will slip from the 
hull when pricked with a fork. 

Some cooks prefer to steam 
corn, Put a wire rack in a 
roaster so that it is held about 
one inch from the bottom of the 
pan. Fill with water to level 


of rack. Put in corn, cover, and 
steam for 10 to 15 minutes. 
Scalloped Corn and Tomatoes. 

One cup of corn. 

Two cups of tomatoes. 

One teaspoon sugar. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 

Two teaspoons finely chopped 
onion, 

One tablespoon butter or mar- 
garine. 

Two tablespoons fine bread 
crumbs, 

Mix together sweet corn, 
tomatoes, sugar, salt, pepper 
and onion. Pour into baking 
dish; sprinkle with bread 
crumbs; dot with butter or mar- 
garine. Bake in moderate oven 
at 375 degrees for 20-30 minutes. 

Yield: six to eight servings. 


If you are one of the growing 
numbers of persons who delight 
in the distinctive flavor of sour 
cream, try this sauce as a 
change from the usual butter for 
corn-on-the-cob: 

Bacon Sour Cream Sauce: Fry 
two strips of bacon until crisp: 
break into small pieces. Blend 
with one-half cup sour cream. 
Serve cold or warm over cooked 
corn-on-the-cob. 

Suggested Menu: Corn-on- 
the-cob with Bacon Sour Cream 
Sauce; Sliced Cold Chicken; 
Broiled Tomato Halves sprin- 
kled with basil or oregano; 
Watercress and green pepper 
salad; Brown-and-serve rolls;

The immediate cause of the 
committee’s concern was the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration’s failure last 
week in an attempt to launch 
an unmanned Mercury space 
capsule aboard an Atlas missile. 

It was learned that the pro-

Senator Alexander Wiley 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, contended 
today that Senator Lyndon B.

Wiley, a member of the Senate 
Space Committee of which John- 
son is the chairman, protested 
there was a lack of co-operation 
in publishing a committee report 
on the life sciences involved in 
the multi-billion dollar man-in- 
space program. 

The Space Committee report, 
made public Tuesday, criticized 
what it called a lack of co-ordi- 
nation in the space medical ac- 


ment and NASA. 

“I was surprised to readin 
yesterday’s paper that the space 
Committee—of which I a ma 
member—had issued a report 
providing ammunition for the 
committee chairman — now a 
vice presidential nominee —to 
throw at the Administration,” 
Wiley said. 

Meanwhile, the Air Force was 
reported to be under “very high 
pressure” to push its “spy-in- 
the-sky” defense satellite pro- 
grams. 

Lt. Gen. Bernard A. Schriev- 


er, head of the air research and 
development command, said at 
Cape Canaveral, Fla., the 
sources of the pressure, whom 
he did not name, wanted ‘“‘to 
accelerate and expand some of 
these programs.” 

The “‘spy-in-the-sky” satellites 
include Midas, to detect enemy 
missile firings within seconds, 
and Samos, to take reconnais- 
sance photographs of enemy 
launching sites, military instal- 
lations and transportation sys- 
tems.

TURKS RETIRE 235 
GENERALS, ADMIRALS 


ANKARA, Aug. 4 (AP) — 
Turkey’s military rulers last 
night retired 235 generals and 
admirals in a major armed 
forces shakeup that looked like 
a revolution within a revolution. 

Military leaders who overthrew 
the regime of former Premier 
Adnan Menderes in the coup of 
May 27 said the move was taken 
to “rejuvenate the Turkish mili- 
tary forces.’ 

Defense Minister Fahri Ozdi- 
‘ek, who announced the shakeup, 
has resigned from the Army but 
will stey on as defense chief and 
member of the military junta 
that engineered the coup. 

The ruling junta also announced 
it has approved a bill to set up 
revolutionary courts and invest 


them with wide powers, Spokes- ' 


men said the action was intended 
to combat activities aimed at 
disrupting the spirit of national 
union. 

Ozdilek made the announce- 
ment of the military reorganiza- 
tion in a communique. 

The communique said Maj. 
Gen. Irfan Tansel had been 
named as new commander of the 
air force. 

Lt. Gen. Muzaffer Alankus, 
commander of the First Army 
and martial law commander for 
Istanbul, has been appointed 
commander of land forces.

Gen. Ragip Gumuspala as chief 
of the general staff. 

Those affected in the shakeup 
include five army full generals, 
four air force full generals, one 
admiral and five major generals 
of the national police. 

The move leaves only 20 gen- 
erals in the Turkish army and 
one admiral.

THE WORLD OF MALCOM WESTPORT came crashing 
down at 3:56 p.m. on May 23, 1960. 

Westport was executive vice president of Visibility, Ltd., 
the nation’s top television rating service. For five years he 
had collated, co-ordinated and integrated the ‘Fabulous Five” 
—a weekly report on the five most popular TV shows, i.e., 
those with the highest viewmanship in the United States.

Mason Morfit, Son of TV’s Garry Moore, Finds Life of Adventure Even in St. Louis 
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MASON MORFIT..

MASON MORFIT does not in- 
tend to trade on his father’s 
name and fame. The son of 
enormously successful television 
personality Garry Moore, 
Mason has spent the last couple 
of years proving his independ- 
ence and in the process having 
a pretty exciting time for him- 
self. With only a few dollars in 
his pocket he bicycled over

Pet Doctor

Q. My husband wants a dog 
for rabbit hunting, but the chil- 
dren and I want it to be a pet 
too. What breed would you 
suggest? 


A. In my opinion, the dog that 
ideally fulfills both functions is 
the beagle. Last year this brees 
was America’s most popular dog, 
and he well deserved the hone~ 
This tri-colored (brown, black 
and white) short-haired, sleek 
pet stands about one foot high 
and averages 20 to 25 pounds 
when full grown. He's big 
enough to tolerate rough play, 
and small enough to be practical 
for the average home. This 
friendly, gentle little clown is 
strictly business during rabbit- 
hunting season, and if he has a 
fault, it is extending his thrill of 
the chase to cars, bicycles and 
other fast-moving objects. For 
his protection, keep this pet con- 
fined when he’s alone. 


Q. We have bought ' several 
baby turtles, but they always 
seem to get soft-shelled and-diec. 
What do we do wrong? 


A. Don’t feel too guilty. Most 
people don’t know how tohelp 
on this. If you've been feeding 
these pets commercial food, 
that’s fine, but it should be sup- 
plemented with raw meat or fish 
cut in turtle-size bites. Other 
nourishing, tempting turtle treats 
are live insects, worms and 
snails. If the shell starts to soft- 
en, mix a little calcium or bone 
meal with the food. The alterna- 
tive is having a veterinarian give 
the pet a calcium - vitamin injec- 
tion. When the diet is adequate 
and the shell still softens, your 
pet store has a preparation that 
will help. Or put an aspirin in 
the turtle’s water once a week. 
Remember that it needs sunshine 
to remain healthy too.

Children Parking

COPENHAGEN, Aug. 4. 

DENMARK HAS A SLOGAN: “Take your children with 
you to Europe and park them in wonderful Copenhagen.” 
The idea of dragging your kids all that distance to park them 
somewhere doesn’t make too much sense—unless you've got 

children. The Danes have 
it figured this way. Most 
Americans who take their 
children to Europe have 
no idea what they’re get- 
ting into. The children are 
invited on impulse, usually 
after a flood of tears, and 
then the parents can’t go 
back on their word. 

The parents reason, fur- 
ther, that the trip ‘will 
be good for the children,” 
and perhaps some of Eu- 
rope’s culture will rub off 
on them. Besides, most 
parents didn’t have the op- 
portunity to go to Europe 
when they were children, 

. ae and everyone wants to give 
mee tS ee. his children everything he 
didn’t have. 
ART BUCHWALD Well, it takes one eight- 
hour ride in a jet plane 
and about two nights in a hotel before the parents realize 
they’ve made a mistake. But it’s too late—the kids are in 
Europe and the parents are either stuck with them for the 
rest of the trip or must go home. 

It is at this moment that the Danish slogan starts making 
sense. And Denmark, whose third largest industry is tourism, 
intends to’cash in on somebody else’s mistake. 

The parents have many choices for children-parking. 
There is the Viking Camp for boys and girls eight to 15 
years old. 


Then there is a children’s hotel called Permilles 
Bornehotel, where all the guests are children up to 12 
years of age. You can park your child there for a day, 
a week, or a month for $2.50 a day. 


The Hone Gardelius (Children’s Service) will pick up 
your child (under 12 years old) at your hotel and bring him 
or her back to the hotel at the end of the day. 

The Danes also have baby-sitting services—two of them 
run by students of Copenhagen University. The charge is 
between 25 and 50 cents an hour. 

So if you’re trying to unload your children without their 
knowing it, Copenhagen seems as good a place as any to do it. 

But if the tourist ‘‘accidentally” forgets to pick them 
up again, the children are sold at auction at the end of 
the year. Otherwise it would be too difficult for tiny Den- 
mark to keep its population down. 


KING FREDERIK IX and Queen Ingrid of Denmark will 
be visiting the United States in October. Denmark is said 
to have one of the oldest, if not the oldest, reigning royal 
families, dating back 1100 years. But the King, who is 61 
years old, has no male heirs, and his oldest daughter, 
Princess Margrethe, who is 19 years old, will inherit the 
throne. 

This will give Denmark the first ruling Queen in 800 


years—the last one was also, by coincidence, named Mar- 
grethe. 


The problem that Denmark faces is to find a 
member of another royal family to marry the pretty 
princess. There is a terrible shortage of eligible mates 
for royal princesses and as each year goes by it gets 
to be more of a problem, particularly since Princess 


Margrethe by law cannot marry.a commoner or a 
Catholic. 


Both Norway and Sweden have male Crown Princes, 
they are scheduled to inherit their own thrones and are 
available for export to Denmark. 
Danish friends with whom we have discussed the problem 
were as worried as we were. “We have good connections 
with the royal family in Greece,” one of them told us, “and 
perhaps we could find someone there.” 

Another friend thought that perhaps now that Denmark 
is a member of the Outer Seven with Great Britain, England 


could spare the Duke of Kent, in exchange for Danish bacon 
or butter.

But another thought on the subject came from a friend 
who said: ‘“‘The Danes are so liberal, if Princess Maregrethe

Use of An giography 


Dear Dr. Molner: 
To what kind of a doctor would a person 

angiography?—Mrs, E.F.B. 

This is a question which, for practical purposes, is not 
likely to be of significance to a patient. If angiography is 
indicated, your doctor not only will say that’s the wise thing 
to have, but also will tell you where to go to have it done. 

Angiography isn’t a treatment. It is a diagnostic method. 
As you knew, we can “see inside the body” by means of 
X-rays, but we can’t see everything. A bone, for example, 
stands out clearly. The bone is solid, and shuts off the 
X-rays as they try to pass through. The flesh (muscles, fat, 
skin, internal organs, blood vessels, and so on) allow the rays 
to pass fairly easily. And an open air space allows the rays 
to pass still more easily. 

But suppose (from certain combinations of symptoms) 
we suspect that blood vessels in the brain may be swollen, or 
clogged, or narrowed. The skull is a dense piece of bone. 
By the time the X-rays pass through it, there is no visible 
difference in lesser variations of the body—the differences 
between brain tissue and blood vessels. So we can’t see the 
shape and size of blood vessels. 


go for 


That is where angiography comes in. We inject a 
dye which is harmless to the body but is extremely 
dense so far as X-rays are concerned. Then we take 
an X-ray picture, The dye, in the blood, makes the 
shape of the blood vessels stand out clearly. We 
can see where they go, where they are narrow, 
where they are unduly large. 


Angiography is usually performed by a neurosurgeon (co- 
operating, of course, with the radiologist who handles the 
X-raying). 

Surgeons (and the radiologists, of course) co-operate if 
the blood vessels that are suspected lie in the chest or 
abdomen or legs. ‘‘Angio” is a term relating to the blood 
vessels. They can be blood vessels anywhere, but in modern 
medical thinking, we usually consider them in terms of the 
head and neck. 

NOTE TO L.B.H. Itching ears (as opposed to any other 
ear trouble) is most likely to be a skin condition, allergy, 
sensitivity, or ~what have you. I’d suggest seeing a skin 
specialist. °

The secrets to these and other 
kitchen skills practices when 
roughing it are contained in a 
new edition of ‘Cooking Out of 
Doors,” published by the Girl 
Scouts of America. 

Paper bag cooking requires 
patience and skill. But once 
you’ve mastered it, you can even 
fry eggs the bagged way. It al- 
most amounts to a cook’s dream. 
Once the eggs are fried right, 
you roll down the top of the bag 
and eat out of it. No dishes! 

The basic equipment for bag 
cooking: one paper bag, one 
toasting stick, a piece of string 
and glowing embers. Remember 
the ember part. If there’s a 
flame, the bag will burn. 

When the Girl Scouts bag a 
meal of bacon and eggs, here’s 
what they do: 

Place one-half strip of bacon 
flat in bottom of paper bag; 
break egg on top of bacon; 
gather top of bag and secure 
to end of toasting stick with 
string. Hold for 15 minutes 


over the embers while bacon 
sizzles and egg fries. 

Boiling water in a paper bag 
requires a little more skill. 
First, you’ve got to use a bag 
that has a seamless bottom. 
That’s because hot water will 
soften the glue that holds bags 
together. 

What you do to boil water in 
a bag is fill the bag with water. 
When paper is wet, its kindling 
temperature is raised. As a re- 
sult, the temperature necessary 
to boil the waiter inside is not 
high enough to burn the wet 
baz. 

You gather the bag together 
at the top, tie with string and 
clamp to the end of a toasting 
stick. Hold it over the embers 
until the water boils. 

Conservation of heat and long, 
slow cooking are the principles 
of meals-in-a-hole. This technique 
was used by the ancients of the 
Mediterranenan countries. 

The main ideal is to provide 
continuing heat over a. large 
period of time without continual 
fire. 

To prepare the hole for cook- 
ing, the Girl Scouts dig a hole 
from one to two feet wide and 
deep. Next, they line the hole 
with stones. Then, they build a 
platform of dry logs across the 
hole and start a large fire on 
top. 


As you have probably gathered 
by now, my entire feeling about 
charm and the elimination of 
those things which block it lies

In addition, though, you 
must take some rather posi- 
tive steps to do something with 
your new self, because we can- 
not basically change our natures 
beyond certain limits.

Paper Bag 


As the fire burns down, the 
coals drop into the hole. After 
a while the pit is filled with 
glowing coals. Then a tightly 
covered pot is worked into the 
glowing hole. Or food wrapped 
in foil is placed in it. 


To keep the hot stones hot— 
and capable of providing the 
heat needed for cooking—the 
hole is covered with damp 
burlap or heavy canvas and 
then with a layer of earth. 
The steam that’s held inside 
helps to tenderize the food. 


The Girl Scouts also know 
how to cook eggs on a stick. 
They .do this by pricking holes 
in each end of one egg, insert- 
ing a stick in one end and work- 
ing it gently through egg and 
out the other end. Then they 
hold both ends of the stick, 
suspending the egg over em- 
bers. 


In a tight spot, the knowing 
Scouts also can manage to live 
off the landscape. 

When there’s nothing else to 
eat, they’re liable to have gay- 
lussacia, taraxacum officinale, 
sambucus canadensis, and fagus 
grandifolia—plus a cup of betula 
lenta brew. 

That is—huckleberries, dande- 
lions, elderberries, beechnuts 
and black birch tea. 


Reflections On the Political Scene

THREE YEARS AGO when 
Mrs. Roosevelt was the guest of 
honor at a small luncheon at 
Washington University, somebody 
asked her if Adlai Stevenson 
would be a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination in 1960. 

Impulsively she answered, ‘‘Oh, 
I hope not!”” Then she went on 
to explain that if he were a can- 
didate she would certainly cam- 
paign for him, and that she had 
hoped not to take a part in an- 
other campaign. Nobody who 
heard her could doubt her heart- 
felt sincerity. 

That in spite of her former 
reluctance she threw herself so 
passionately into a campaign 
for Stevenson’s nomination 
proved to me, as nothing else 
could, how critical is our situa- 
tion in relation to the rest of 
the world. Because she felt 
Gov. Stevenson has no equal in 
his knowledge of foreign af- 
fairs and in the trust which he 
he inspires abroad, Mrs. Roose- 
velt was willing once more to 
dedicate herself to his cause. 

I was much impressed with 
something Benjamin Mays told 
me in the summer of 1956 when 
we were both attending the Dan- 
forth Conference in Michigan. 


He is president of Morehouse 


College in Atlanta. Stevenson 
had invited him and a few other 
Negro leaders to a conference 
with him. They urged him to 
make a sweeping statemé€nt on 
civil rights in order to insure a 
solid Negro vote. This he refused 
to do, though his sympathies were 
with them. He thought that the 
greatest service he could per- 


‘form to his country was to keep 


the Democratic party intact; it 
was more important than his

election to the Presidency. He 
would not do anything to cause 
a breach in his party. Benny 
Mays was very disappointed. 

Though I was for Senator Sym- 
ington during this convention, I 
could not understand why some 
of my Democratic friends were 
worried about the religious issue. 
It seems to me that General de 
Gaulle is sufficient proof that a 
devout Catholic can and does 
maintain complete independence 
as head of a secular state. 

When in March 1943 Archbishop 
Spellman came to London as the 
personal emissary of President 
Roosevelt in an attempt to in- 
fluence De Gaulle, he. was un-

successful. Paying tribute to the 
archbishop’s eminent piety, De 
Gaulle writes in the second vol- 
ume of his memoirs, ‘‘but the 
greatest piety could not change 
the fact that business is busi- 
ness.” He explained to the prel- 
ate why it was impossible to fol- 
low his advice and they parted 
on friendly terms. 


It interests me to notice that 
in this case it was the State 
which was trying to make use 
of the Church for its ends; it 
was not the Church using the 
State. 


A second instance of secular 
freedom occurred after the Lib- 
eration. De Gaulle informed the 
Vatican that its representative 
was unacceptable to France, 
since he had previously been as- 
signed to Vichy It was then that 
Pope Pius XII appointed Msgr. 
Roncalli to the French govern- 
ment. De Gaulle’s relations with 
him were cordial and remain so 
now that he has become Pope 
John XXIII. 

If De Gaulle can maintain his 
freedom of action, is there any 
reason to suppose that Kennedy 
would not? 

I think it is time to let a little 
sunlight in on these bugaboos. 
Thus endeth my post-convention 
reflections.

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personality. If you can’t laugh 
at yourself, you will always have 
trouble. The person who doesn’t 
blunder at one time or another 
hasn’t yet been born, The num- 
ber who try to cover up their 
blunders with artifices and sham 
are legion. 


I don’t think’ I’ve ever seen 
a person laughing at his own 
mistakes who has been really 
tense. Stupid maybe — but not 
tense! 


Laughter releases ten- 
sion more quickly than a barrel 
of tranquilizers. You can notice 
it in a theater audience, which 
grows more taut as the suspense 


in a play grows. But a sharp, in- | 
cisive scene of comic explosion | 


releases them mercifully. With- 
out that scene, the tensions, un- 
relieved, would become unbear- 
able. 


Playwrights are aware of this, 
from Aristophanes to Shake- 
speare to Wilder — and include 
comic relief as an absolute must. 

The ability to laugh at your- 


self must often be developed. It | 


requires the capacity to see your- 
self as others see you, as Robby 
Burns has told us, and to act on 
this when the need arises. How 
much more charming it is to 
say, “‘I goofed!’’ than to try to 
hide under a tarpaulin of subter- 
fuge. Every time you try to do 
the latter, you add a sprinkling 


! 


of mildew to your personality. 

Hard work taketh away ten- 
sion, and I agree with a lot of 
modern psychiatric thought 
which claims that nobody ever 
really suffered from overwork. 

Overanxiety, overguilt, over- 
fear, overindulgence, and over- 
avoidance of work, yes. But, 
aside from a real pathological 
case of overwork, the chances 
are that worrying about not get- 
ting work done is doing the dam- 
age and creating the strain. 

I know I keep reiterating we 
can’t be charming unless we free 
ourselves, and here I go again. 
Humor is a kind of freedom. So 
is work. So is a _ reasonably 
healthy recreation and social life, 
a thirst for and interest in knowl- 
edge, and the capacity to think 
about and help others. 

The inability to relax can never 
be overcome by the surface tech- 
niques mentioned before. The 
sweeping claims made by Coue 
back in the 1920s was one of the 
most notorious examples of a 
false panacea and head-in-the- 
sand thinking. He convinced mil- 
lions of people they could im- 
prove themselves by mumbling 
over and over, ad nauseam: 
“Day by day, in every way, | 
am getting better and better.” 
Actually, all they were doing, 
day by day in every way, was 
kidding themselves with an ab- 
surd attempt to varnish the 
truth. 

If you do not have the re- 
sources to relax, it is probably 
caused by deep processes which 
often require professional help 
to straighten out. Have you a 
clear-cut point of view about 
life? Life can be pretty miser- 
able without one. Have you a 
definite goal? You might be 
floundering without one. Can 
you make a _ decision? Your 
weakness in this area creates 
nervous discontent and keeps 
you on tenterhooks. 

To get off them, you must face 
yourself, know yourself, and be 
yourself. 

Why not try it?

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Ventilating 
An Attic 
By Hubbard Cobb 


WHEN we were young, one of 
the many ways our little group of 
kids killed time during the hot 
weather was to see who could 
remain in a house attic the long- 
est. This required a good deal 
of endurance because all attics 
in those days were uninsulated 
and had no ventilation to speak 
of and the temperature inside 
them would be well over 100 de- 
grees. Today most people know 
about insulation, but a lot forget 
about something so simple and 
easy as ventilation. 

Insulation applied to the under- 
side of the roof or to the attic 
crawl space floor will, of course, 
make rcoms below cooler because 
the insufation resists the passage 
of heat from the hot roof. But 
insulation is only partially effec- 
tive and the cooler you can keep 
the air on the warm side of the 
insulation, the cooler will be the 
air on the other side, the room 
side. This is where ventilation 
comes in. If there is a free pas- 
sage of air over the warm side 
of the insulation, the movement 
of the air will remove a good 
deal of the heat that would other- 
wise pass through the insulation. 

In good house construction, for 
example, there will be louvers at 
each end of the attic and these 
will be placed to vent the space 
between the insulation and the 
roof. As the air under the roof 
gets hot it will expand and start 
to rise and if the louvers are 
properly placed, the heated air 
will flow out the upper portion of 
these openings. Cool outside air 
will be drawn into the attic space 
through the lower portion of the 
louvers, and now there is a nice 
constant flow of air through the 
attic which means ‘a nice cool 
attic. 

This principal should be em- 
ployed on all roofs, even porch 
and terrace roofs. Where there 
is not enough room for the con- 
ventional triangular louver, small 
round or square vents can be in- 
stalled to provide adequate air 
flow under the roofing.

Eleanor Roosevelt 
Education Plans 


NEW YORK, Aug. 4. 

I WROTE yesterday of an interesting plan that would 
make it possible for certain youngsters to go on to their 
college years who might otherwise be deprived of their higher 
education because of lack of funds. Now, another plan has 
been brought to my attention. 

This other plan is a proposal of Gov. Foster Furcolo of 
Massachusetts, and he says if it were adopted it would mean 
“that for the first time in our history lack of money would 
no longer prevent any youngster in our nation from obtaining 
higher education.” 

His plan is called the ‘‘Furcolo Education Insurance Plan,” 
and I think it should be widely publicized. 


But I still feel it does not do what a country such 
as ours, fully conscious of the importance of education 
in our struggle against Communism, should be doing at 
the present time to see to it that our children are 
equipped in every way to meet the challenge of the 
Communist plans. 


The Communists expect to take over the world through 
economic and cultural approaches. The Russian Communists 
do not want a third world war—which would be a nuclear war 
and would mean total destruction—any more than we do. But 
they have never changed their hopes for a Communist world, 
and they plan with extreme care to achieve their objective by 
economic and cultural means. 

We allow such a large part of our young people to be less 
informed than they should be about this; we do not take them 
into partnership as we should in this struggle between Com- 
munism and democracy. Our young people must be every bit 
the match for the Communists when they go out before the 
peoples of the world. 


Our youngsters must be educated and trained to 
argue the values of democracy and to do it with the 
knowledge of the language of any country to which 
they go. They must be able to take with them the 
proper preparation to make them good ambassadors 
to any people. 


Their technical skill is only a part of what our future 
generations will need for the successful fulfilling of their share 
of the struggle against the spread of Communism in the world. 
Yet, we do not offer our youngsters the means to obtain higher 
education without cost. We seem to think that we cannot afford 
anything beyond high school—and this is nonsense in today’s 


world.

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Remember Home-Made Ice Cream? 


By Hoyt Alden 


WHEN IT GETS 90 in the 
shade, I find myself brooding 
about home-made ice cream. I 


wonder if anybody ever makes 
it anymore. I mean the kind we 
used to make with an old- 
fashioned freezer, cranked by 
hand, the smoothest and best 
ice cream ever made. 

One of my jobs was to crush 
the ice. We would put a 25-pound 
hunk of ice in a gunny sack, 
hold the mouth of the sack tight 
with one hand, and beat the ice 
with the flat side of a hatchet 
with the other. 


In the meantime the freezer 
can was being washed and 
scalded and then rinsed out with 
cold water. A sack of rock salt 
was on hand, and when the can 
had been filled, the dasher in- 
serted, the cranking mechanism 
set in place on top, then came 
the ice packing. 

I didn’t remember what propor- 
tions of salt and ice we used, 
but after looking it up I discover 
that the proper proportions are 
eight parts of crushed ice to one 
part of salt. After a couple of 
preliminary turns, to be sure 
the gears were properly meshed 
end all was in working order, 
we started putting in the ice. 
We filled the tub about a third 
full of ice, then we put in ice 
and salt in alternate layers until 
it came to the top. Then we took 
the small end of a baseball bat 
and packed the ice down solidly. 


After about five minutes, to 
let it set, we started turning the 
crank. My brother and I turned 
it first, while it was still easy. 
When it got hard to turn, our job 
was to sit on top of the freezer, 
on a folded gunny sack, to hold 
it down while my father turned 
the crank. 


When he couldn’t possibly give 
it another turn, we pulled the 
cork at the bottom of the tub and 
let the water drain off. Then we 
took the gunny sack off the top, 
carefully wiped the ice and salt 
from the top of the freezing can 
so no salt got into the ice cream, 
removed the lid and lifted out 
the dasher. 

One of the joys of life, of 
course, was getting to lick the 
dasher. The cover was put back 
on the can, the cork inserted in 
the center and then it was packed 
again with ice and covered with 
newspaper and a gunny sack, and 
by the time Sunday’s fried 
chicken had been consumed, it 
was ready to eat. 


I PRESENT al! this as a mat- 
ter of historical interest. Young 
people should know how their 
pioneering ancestors lived. To 


complete the record, and just in 
case someone unearths a hand 
freezer some day and wants to 
conduct an experiment in the in- 
terest of science, here’s how the 
ice cream was made: 

Scald a cup and a half of milk. 
Then mix until smooth a table- 
spoon of cornstarch, three fourths 
of a cup of sugar and half a cup 
of cold milk. Slowly add. the 
scalded milk to this mixture and

USING THIS as your basic 
recipe, you can make just about 
any flavor ice cream you want. 
Eggnog, for instance: Use less 
vanilla and add a jigger of 
brandy and a fourth of a tea- 
spoon of nutmeg. To make it 
even better, add a fourth of a 
cup of crumbled macaroons to 
the whipped cream before you 
add it. 


To make a bisque ice cream, 
when the mixture is partly 
frozen, stir in half a cup of 
finely chopped, but unsalted, 
nuts. Toast the nuts in a mod- 
erate oven for about five min- 
utes before you chop them. For 
banana ice cream, leave out 
the vanilla, When the ice cream 
is partially frozen, stir in two 
mashed bananas with a few 
drops of lemon juice mixed into 
them. 


Delicious fresh strawberry ice 
cream is made by adding a cup 
to a cup and a half of fresh 
crushed and sweetened straw- 
berries. Sweeten them to your 
taste. But don’t add strawberry 
juice because the excess water 
will ruin the texture of the 
ice cream. 

You can do the same with 
sweetened red raspberries or 
black raspberries. -For fresh 
peach ice cream, use peeled, 
crushed fresh peaches, sweet- 


ened to your taste. Use a couple 
for eight minutes. Then add two eral times during the first hour of drops of almond extract 


slightly beaten egg yolks, cook of freezing. along with the vanilla. 
for two more minutes and let it ~_¥Y¥ 
cool. Then add a pint of heavy 
cream, a tablespoon of vanilla 
and a fourth of a teaspoon of 
salt. Freeze it. 

That’s custard type ice cream. 
An even richer ice cream could | 
be made by scalding a quart of | 
cream and adding three fourths 
of a cup of sugar and a pinch 
of salt. Stir it until the sugar 
dissolves. Chill it. Add a tea- 
spoon and a half of vanilla, and 
freeze it in a crank freezer. 


NOWADAYS, of course, every- | 
body has a deep-freeze or a freez- | 
ing section in the refrigerator, 
and as a matter of fact you can | 
make pretty good ice cream in 
them, if you use recipes adapted 
to the purpose. 

Here’s a good recipe for a 
basic refrigerator ice cream. 
Using it, you can make any num. | 
ber of variations. This recipe | 
fills one ice cube tray. 

Start by beating lightly two 
eggs. Then beat in a third of 
a cup of sugar and an eighth 
of a teaspoon of salt. Scald a 
cup of milk and pour the hot

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IN PAST YEARS there was a 
widespread belief that outer 
space was empty, except for 
heavenly bodies. At present the 
gas known as hydrogen is 
believed to be spread thinly 
through our solar system. This 
gas may exist (even more thinly) 
between our solar system and 
other parts of the Milky Way 
galaxy. 

It would be wrong to think 
that outer space, in general, is 
warmed by our sun. There are 
vast areas without a bit of 
warmth from our sun. 

The sun does an excellent job 
ef warming the closer planets, 
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Uncle Ray’s Column Temperature in Space 


but its warmth hardly exists for 
the farther planets. Neptune, for 
example, is believed to have a 
coating of snow and ice to a 
depth of several thousand miles. 


A ROCKET at a distance of a 
billion miles from the sun would 
be extremely cold. The people 
inside would freeze unless they 
had a proper heating system 
inside. 


Beyond the limits of our solar 
system, there are vast areas 
which fail to receive warmth 
from our sun or from the rays 
of any star.
